The comp lain an t 
comp an y 
is 
the holder of first mortgage bon ds 
to the amou n t of $200,000, an d 
claims that the Sedalia comp an y , 
throu gh p oor man agemen t, is n ot 
on ly u n able to meet the in terest, 
bu t has accu mu lated a large debt 
besides. 
In addition to askin g for fore­ 
closu re the Kan sas com p an y asks 
that a receiv er be ap p oin ted. 
The litigation in v olv es the en ­ 
tire street railway sy stem of Seda­ 
lia. 
The ap p lication for a receiv er 
will be heard Febru ary 
26, 
by 
Ju dge John F . Philip s, of Kan sas 
City .

In addition to the abov e, which 
ap p eared in the Globe-Democrat 
as a disp atch from Jefferson City , 
the Kan sas City Times of this 
morn in g had the followin g from 
the state cap ital : 
The comp lain an t is the holder of 
the first mortgage bon ds to the 
amou n t of $200,000, issu ed in 18 9 2, 
with in terest at 6 p er cen t, p ay able 
semi-an n u ally , on A u gu st i an d 
Febru ary i of each y ear. 
It alleges that the in terest du e 
on Febru ary i is du e, bu t the com­ 
p an y is u n able to make the p ay ­ 
men t an d can n ot p a}’', an d that the 
Sedalia Electric an d Railw ay Co. 
has allowed the comp an y to be­ 
come in debted, an d it n ow owes 
some $25,000 which it can n ot p ay ; 
that it is n ot bein g man aged p rop ­ 
erly ; that the road is n ot bein g 
kep t in p rop er rep air, an d hen ce a 
receiv er is asked for to take charge 
of the road for the ben efit of the 
first mortgage bon dholders, 
the 
Kan sas Loan an d Tru st comp an y . 
The Tru st Comp an y of A m er­ 
ica an d the N orth American Tru st 
comp an y are also made defen dan ts 
in the su it, for the reason that they 
are holders, or claim to hold,bon ds 
of a su bsequ en t issu e. 
The p etition alleges that after 
they had secu red their first m ort­ 
gage on the $200,000 in bon ds, the 
same p arties organ ized the Sedalia 
an d Brown Sp rin gs Electric rail­ 
road an d bon ded the n ew p lan t for 
$50,000. 
Then they con solidated the two 
comp an ies u n der the n ame of Se­ 
dalia Electric an d Railway com­ 
p an y , an d arran ged to issu e bon ds 
for $400,000 to p ay off the first 
mortgage bon ds, bu t that the bon ds 
were n ev er sold, or if sold, 
the 
p roceeds were n ev er u sed to p ay 
off this debt.

One of these now has in his pocket 
a letter to him from a orominent 
lawyer in one

here two days 
before Goebel was assassinated, in 
which the writer states that some 
men would on Monday (January 
29) board the train in his town for 
Frankfort and that they were be­ 
ing “ sent” for the purpose of as­ 
sassinating Goebel and* Chief Jus­ 
tice Hazlerigg. 
This letter was shown to Goebel 
and Hazlerigg and the latter left 
town. 
Goebel felt that he would 
be assassinated, and so stated, but 
persisted in going to the capitol to 
perform his duty as senator, and 
was shot. 
1 lie next day after his assassina­ 
tion the same lawyer again wrote 
here to know if two men, naming 
them, were here on the day that 
the shots were fired. 
They were 
both here, both arrived on Monday, 
both were seen in the executive 
budding, whence the shot« were 
fired on Tuesday.

31, the same lawyer wrote a third 
letter, in which he stated that they 
had returned to his town, mounted 
their horses and ridden away to 
their mountain home.
